And as the ſaid Princes 
have not required, ſo neither doth Her preſent Majeſty s War rant, or the Import or 
Tenour thereof (as- this Defendant is adviſed ) require that any Account ſhould be 
given thereof: And this Defendant inſiſts that he ought not, and ſaith, that he can- 
nat 1 forth what Sums were iſſued to this Defendant's Order, or how, 
when, or to whom, or in what manner the ſame were diſpoſed of, all Footſteps there - 
of being, as near as could be, deftroyed, left the many good Effects ariſing by the ſe- 
cret Diſpoſition of that Money ſhould have been put to an End, and the Perſons 
therein concern'd, in Violation of the Faith given them, ſubject to the greateſt Miſ- 


chiefs and Inconveniences. . | 
But this Defendant admits there has been an open War carry'd on by Her Majeſty 


and Her Allies againft France and Spain, and that for the Proſecution thereof divers 
great and conſiderable Sums have Yearly, during that Fime, been granted to Her 
ajeſty by Parliament; and that, in Proſpect of ſuch War, His late ani Her pre-

Soldiers, who a&ed. in Conjunction with Her Majefty's Allies 
againſt the Enemy, the Yearly Pay whereof amounted to a very great Sum of Mo- 
ney; and the ſame was to be, and was (as this Deſendant believes) paid out of the 
Publick Taxes. given by Parliament; as touching which Pay, tho* this Defendang 
hath inſpected, or cauſed his Books, Papers and Vouchers to be inſpected, in order 
to aſcertain what the ſame and the ſaid 2 J. 10 6. per Cent. reſpectively amounted:
